lattie Guillotte feels 
right at home at JC fair

GAUTIER — It’s the third week in October 
and once again Hattie Guillotte is ‘““home.’’ 

This year — no different from . 
the past 16 or 17 years — she can | 
be seen in, by or around one of . 
the places she loves most, the! 
livestock barn at the Jackson} 
County Fair Grounds. ' 

Though she says this year we 
be her last, Mrs. Guillotte is 
working just as diligently as 
ever to make this fair season one 
of the best. 

The 72-year-old Jackson 
County native, who is fondly 
called Mrs. Hattie, said that farmers and the fair 
have always had a special place in her heart. 
Over the years, she has voluntarily undertaken 
projects where her main objective was to seek

benefits for the farmers and the fair in general. 
One of her fondest memories includes the start 
of.the farmer’s market, which is still thriving 
today. When the idea first originated, Mrs. 
Guillotte was a member of the 
Jackson County Fair Board, thus 
she said, she was able to have 
input in the matter. oa 
‘““T remember the State 
Agricultural Commissioners 
sent a representative down to 
talk to the supervisors, and 
Eddie Khayat came and talked 
to the fair board (about a 
farmer’s market}. Then, I 
volunteered for the job. We 
formed a committee and went 
and toured sites throughout the state, viewing 
other sites throughout the state, viewing other 
farmer’s markets,’’ Mrs. Hattie said.

‘‘Pascagoula was the first 
market on the Mississippi Gulf 
Coast. Biloxi then Gulfport 
followed, but we’re the mother of 
them all.” 

She said since the farmers 
wanted to sell from their trucks, 
the openplace market was the 
choice. ‘“That was one of my pet 
things, that market. It helped the 
farmers in George, Mobile and 
Jackson counties. It helped the 
people in our area to be able to 
get the peas and butterbeans and 
other vegetables,’’ she said. 

Last year the market was 
overtaken by the county, but she 
managed the market for 16 or 17 
years up until that time. The 
highlight of the market was the 
way the farmers showed their 
appreciation for county officials, 
she said. 

“This is when the farmers 
invited all county officials to a 
dinner, where everything on it 
éame off of the farm,” she said 
smiling while pointing to a 
picture. ‘‘The farmers 
themselves, mostly their wives, 
fixed the food and invited them 
(county officials) out to the 
livestock barn. The farmers put 
this on to thank them (county 
officials) for what they had done. 
I just think it was good.” 

In addition to the farmer’s 
market’s success, she said that 
she was instrumental in getting 
at least one other church food 
booth at the fair grounds. 

“There were no food booths on 
the west side of the river and St. 
Mary’s wanted a church booth. 
Our priest, Father Gerard 
Cleary, now at D’Ibervilie, gave 
us permission and we went 
before the fair board and they 
gave us permission. We got it!” 
she said.

Through a tragedy came a 
blessing for the booth, she said. 

‘All in the same year, the only 
train wreck that I can ever 
remember happening in Gautier 
was when a train derailed. It was 
hauling peanut butter and jelly, 
mayonaise and cooking oil for 
Winn Dixie. The cars all 
overturned. 

“Mr. Necaise, whose wife was 
a member of our church, gave us 
permission to go and cleanup the 
wreckage; terefore, we got the 
peanut butter and jelly. We 
strained it. Some of it wasn’t 
busted and some of it was. We 
made such a wonderful profit 
that year because we had gotten 
so much off of the train to be able 
to operate our fair booth. That 
was our first year,” she said 
smiling. 

She also recalled the good 

rapport she had with those who 
met and worked with her. To her 
credit, Mrs. Hattie now has two 
cows naimed after her. _ 
_ Ofe cow, owned by Mallatte 
Brothers Farm in Vaneleave, 
birthed a calf in the barn and it 
was later named Hattie. Then, 
she said, a few years later, 
another was born. 

“‘Here’s a picture of a cow that 
was named after me. Me, that 
lady and a man helped deilver it 
in the barn, during the fair. It’s 
named Hattie Jean. I thought 
that was cute,” she said pointing 
to a picture. 

Mrs. Guillotte recalled that 
her wedding anniversary, Oct. 
17, usually fell within the week of 
the fair. When it did, she did not 
celebrate only with her husband; 
friends also joined in. She de- 
scribed one special celebration. 

‘‘He was an inmate at the 
detention center. I had them 
there and they always helped.

He was my cook, but I don’t 
remember his name,”’ she said. 
“He went back to the detention 
eenter:and said, ‘I want to bake 
Mrs. Hattie an anniversary 
cake.’ That little boy baked that 
cake ahd iced it. . . It was the 
thought that meant so much. 
That was just one of my 
highlights that happened to me 
during the fair,” Mrs. Guillotte 
said. | 

Mrs. Guillotte said she will 
always appreciate those who let 
her work at the fair for so many 
years. Despite the fact that she 
will miss friends and working in 
the barn at the fair, Mrs. 
Guillotte said that she won’t 
spend her time just sitting 
around the house. 

“I'd like to thank Bill Roberts 
and J.Ci May for letting me 
serve as long as they did. This is 
my last year,”’ she said. ‘“‘Now, 
[Vm a.Jackson County 
Transportation Officer. That’s 
my latest project. It gives me 
some volunteer work to do.” 

Once, twice and oecasionally 
even three times a week Mrs. 
Guillotte gaid she, along with a 
Jackson County officer, ac- 
companies inmates to hospitals 
in Meridian, Jackson, Columbus 
and other cities. 

Her nonstop, feisty, yet 
down-to-earth nature has 
enabled her to accomplish many 
goals elsewhere throughout the 
county. Ingtinctively, she said, 
she always had the desire to 
somehow better the county, as 
well as assist those around her. 
She credits relatives with 
teaching her to help others. 

Mrs. Guillotte, who was born 
in Ocean Springs, said that her 
parents, J.C. and Margaret De- 
Icomyn (both deceased) lived in 
Pacagoula, $0 they brought her 
to Pascagoula when she was 
about six weeks old. Between her 
parents and: grandparents, she 
had many examples to follow. 

“T’m very proud of my 
grandfather, Albert Deleomyn. 
He brought the first telephone 
system to Jackson County,’’ she 
said. According to his obituary, 
Delcomyn “established and 
eonducted the first telephone 
system in Pascagoula, which 
served the community and Moss 
Point for a number of years until 
the Cumberland Telephone 
Company entered this territory, 
when he was compelled to quit 
the business on account of the 
competition of a large corpora- 
tion.”’ : 

Hattie married the late Hurley 
Ray Guillotte Sr., a native of 
Gautier, on Oct. 17, 1937 at St. 
Alphonsus Catholic Church. 
They moved to Gautier in the 
early 1940s. She and her husband 
raised their four children and 
continued living there until his 
death in 1986. She said that she is 


very proud of her children and 
grandchildren and their ac- 
eomplishments. 

“All of my children graduated 
from Pascagoula High School. 
Hannah now works at Chevron 
and is a Councilwoman on the 
Gautier City Council; Hurley 
Ray, Jr. is a business agent for 
the carpenter’s local guild; Hat- 
tie Mae graduated from high 
school and became a florist in 
California; Ione graduated and 
went to California and worked 
for the Pacific Coast division of 
Lerner’s Department Stores 
then transferred to the Atlantic 
division as road supervisor for 15 


years and came home and: 
opened her own business, : 


Rent-A-Maid,”’ she said. 
“I’m proud of my two 


grandsons (Hurley Ray’s: 


children). Troy is a senior at 
USM and Mark is a freshman. 
They’ve been very famous. I’m 
very proud of them and they’ve 
given us no problems,” Guillotte 
said. 

“Tf it was not for my family, 1 
wouldn’t have been able to do the 
things I did. I always believe in 


thinking of people that helped . 
me, ’cause I couldn’t have made ° 


it on my own,” she said.

sister living, J.C. Jr. in Forrest,

Her years of volunteer work 
began with simply transporting 


her children and neighborhood | 


kids. 

“Out of all the families in 
Gautier we were one of the few 
with a car, so I transported 
kids,” she said. 

Later she was involved with 
the 4-H club, where she served as 
advisor for many years. 

‘Adelaide H. Doherty, who 
ran for House of Represen- 
tatives, was one of my star 4-H 
girls. We had a camp on the 
beach, which is known as the old 
beach park. We used to go down 
there to summer camp for three 
or four days,” she said. 

‘We didn’t have money back 
in those days and everybody 


brought something — a dozen , 


eggs, a pound of bacon, bread, 
whatever — and we put it 
together. The main attraction 
was the old pear tree. The kids 
would eat the green pears and 
we'd have to take them to the 
doctor.” 

“Tn 1948 I was president of the 
Elmer Grant Post and from °49 
to ’66 I worked in the cafeteria at 
Gautier Elementary. That’s 
when lunches were $.15,’”’ she 
said laughing. 

Mrs. Guillotte also served as 
president of the VFW. 

In between raising children, 
she volunteered to coach 
basketball at Gautier Elemen- 
tary. I left there and went to OLV 
(now Resurection). Eddie 
Khayat was a coach at Moss
